Just at the present moment Eng¬ 
land leads in the political revival. 
The reason for this mav be tliat tlie 
awakening took pbee in England 
last, and that there it is the fresh¬ 
est. 

The revival in England erystal- 
lizcd arounil a court decision, the 
now historic Taff A’alc decision. 
.According to this dcciskin the 
trades unions collectivelv, and the 
trades union men individuallv, were 
held financially responsible for any 
damage caused by a strike or a boy¬ 
cott. 

Whereupon the trades unions and 
the workingmen of Imglalid rose 
in mass. Thev would trust neither 
the Conservatives nor the Liberals 
any more. They formed a Labor 
tarty of their own. 

Erinarily their object was to 
get rescinded this court decision, 
which had been upheld by the 
House of Lords (as the supreme 
court in England). 

The workingnten were success¬ 
ful enough. They elected about 
fifty-three men of their own, and in-

.At fiacramento. Cal., Juilge 
Hughes imposed a novel sentence 
upon Claude Wood, chauffeur, con¬ 
victed of manslaughter for running 
over and killing James F. Smith. 
Judge Hughes sentenced Wood to 
ten years in tlie penitentiary and al 
the same time ordered that the com¬ 
mitment Iw staycil and the defend¬ 
ant placetl' on probation, upon con¬ 
dition that Wood contribute $25 
a month toward the support of the 
five cliildrcn he made fatherless by 
his rcckle.ss driving. 

The free speech fight of the trade 
unionists and Socialists at Spokane, 
Wash., still continues and the ex¬ 
citement does not die dowm. As 
fast as tlie men and women get up 
to speak on the streets they arc 
marched off to jail. There is no 
disorder, one policeman frequently 
arresting and taking seven or eiglit 
with him at one time. It is told of 
one officer after he got his bunch 
of unresisting arrests to the sta¬ 
tion, tliat he asked one of them 
whether he was one of those he had 
arrested. The man did Lot take 
advantage of his uncertainty, but 
assured him that he was indeH un¬ 
der arrest and ready Jo be locked 
tip. 

Thus far over 300 men and wom¬ 
en have been convicted and arc 
serving out thirty-day sentences. 
After the county jail’s capacity was 
reached, a school building w^s 
made to do service also, with guards 
armed with Winchesters, and some 
have also been sent to the federal 
prison at Fort Wright. 

The charge against the free- 
speech advocates ius been changed 
to disorderly conduct, as this gives 
the authorities more leeway. At 
the same time some of the leaders 
are charged with criminal conspir¬ 
acy. Both are far-fetched, as there 
has been no disorder, and conspir¬ 
ing to maintain the constitutional 
right of free speech is not yet a 
crime in this country in the eyes of 
the common people. 

The men are now fighting an in¬ 
tention on the part of the judges to 
conduct the trials behind closed 
doors.

However, the English working¬ 
men wcrc.not satisfied with the an¬ 
nulling of the Taff Vale decision. 
Thev had gotten a taste of their 
power and they were going to 
use it. 

Under the pressure of the Labor 
party, the Liberal cabinet was coin- 
pcll^ to advance from step to step. 
Factory legislation and the right 
of workingmen to damages in case 
of accident were very much extend¬ 
ed. 

The best old age pension bill 
yet enacted was passed. 

And last but not least. Mr. Lloyd- 
CJeorge, the Liberal finance min¬ 
ister, brought in his famous income 
tax measure, which means the be¬ 
ginning of a new period in the his¬ 
tory 'of England.

Why? Because the principle of 
this tax means the confiscation of 
a good share of the "unearned in¬ 
crement" — and that as high as 
twenty-five per cent, of the entire 
inconiie of the rich lords and capi¬ 
talists shall go to the state as in¬ 
come, tax. 

Because more than the act itself 
—which is not as severe as it looks 
— the motives and the arguments 
behiml it scare the lords and the 
capitalists. These show the strong¬ 
est evidence of the awakening of 
the social conscience.

With 
a devotion titai no relniff can shake, with an affection that no Irinnipli 
can w eakcii. he stands at hi- easel or sits at his piano content laboriously 
and oh-cnrelv to create lieantiutl things for their own sake. Then. I 
sav, that man is an indnsirions man. He is a man imsst valuable to his 
fellow-creatures, hut he is not so exalted a hero a- the man dcscrilKil- 
just now. There is a gn-at dilTerencc iK-tween work and toil, between 
ta-k -.vork and work of choice: and this difference—tialpahle as it is 
to a man like me, who has irieil IkuIi forms of lalmr—is ti'X) often lost 
sight of hv moralists who make it their Inisitiess lo preacli to the masses. 

lletwern llie day lalxirer wliecling inlcmiinalilc kirrows of clay 
over tiidle-- miles of planks at a fixe<l pittance, and the struggling au¬ 
thor or ixihiler living on tlry bread and dreams in a garret, there is 
this iinineiisc difference, that whereas the former's work is a dull, 
monoloiions, nnintercsting task, with no motive hiit that of winning an 
animal snhsi-tenec. no exercise except for the physical powers, and no 
hoiic lievoud a djjnhtfnl promotion to ilic ihisI of gang boss, the work 
of the painter or the writer, howsm-ver jKMir and obscure he lie, is a 
laNir of love: .i lalnir that is in Itsi'lf a pleasure, a recreation, and an 
edncalioii. .-\ work that ernplrys iiinl trains the highest faculties; that 
iii-pires the heart and brain with the brightest hopes: titat holds out to 
the poorest and nui-t insignificant of its drudges at least a chanre, a 
little iironti-e, however remote, of the highest lainors and the must 
magnificent rewards. 

It is all verv w ell for the hnsiiiess man. the (wirson, the author, the 
engineer, the nicml>er of congress, to abuse the workman as idle, thrill- 
less, anil dniiiken; hut let iis do the workman justice. l.et us remem- 
her that his work is neither c.xciling. pleasing, ennuhling, nor rcnumcra- 
tivo. Oftin 1 have hcanl profession.il men say, "Talk alxml the work¬ 
ing class! what do they know of work? They never work as Iiard as 
I tin. They have not the worry and strain that mental work involves. 
I am a manufacturer—a dix'lor—a lawyer—my work is iinvcr ilouc." 
-Ml this is true. The doctor's work or the author’s work is never done. 
Mnl rciiicnibcr that hr loves it tai much that he would not wish it ever 
done. He is so vvrai)|H-d up in it. so wedded lo it, tlial if it were iloiie, 
if he were iihliged lo lake off the harness and to go to gras.s in the 
Iirime of life, he would actnaPv break his heart. 

It is verv nice for professional men lo Uiast of their industry and 
love of work. They are doing the work of their choice. But take 
tlum awav fruni the tliealcr or the desk, the pulpit, or the ciiiarler- 
deck, anil set them to carrying bricks up a ladder, stitching slop cloth¬ 
ing. or scrihhliiig out invxiices, and sec how they will enjoy that, 'and 
how iii'Iusirions they will lie. 

It is easy to tril a workman to lie industrious and contented in tliat 
walk of life to which ITovidcncc has called him. But it would be 
neither easy iior pleasant to take liis pl.icc and sIkiw him how it should 
lx- done: and I tell vou fniiikly 1 hclitvc that if I’rovidencc called a 
statesman or a bishop lo dig coal or puddle iron, I’ryivideucc would 
have to use a long tniuiiwi or the gentlemen wxnild not hear. 

.Ask aiiv .nan of taste .ind sense which he would prefer—a pitcher 
with a st'nri! pattern prim d on it. a had copy iuulti|)ticd a thousand 
limes of sonic original design, or the same |iitcher inmildtd in a form 
peculiar to itself, and oriiamnited wtvu the original design iisclf, hand- 
linintcd, and not repealed on any other piece of iwllery extant;' He will 
tell vou he (irefcrs the original work. 

N'ow, ask any man of la.sic and >cnsc whctlicr he would rather 
tend a inachiiic which should turn out iiilclu-r.s hv the thousand all of 
one form and color, or hinisclf turn and mould the claj- u|x)n'tlic wheel 
ami under his own hand. -Ask any man who knows men and Iif{ and 
iiiidcrstaiids human nature and human work, whether a number of 
men or women would rather ‘tamp the same design ten llKiusaiid limes 
uixm a piece of plaster, or set to work \villi gouge and chisel and carve 
out leaves and llovvers to their own fancy and design. 

Ill proportion as von can in.ikc men's work artistic will it become 
pleasant and elevating and productive of contentment. In propsirlion 
as tile work becomes more |ilea.siiig. more iiileresliiig and more noble 
will the people gniw lo love it; and the more tlic jicoplc conic lo love 
their work, the more indiistrkius and contented will they be. That is 
one of the practical values of art. 

But. again, there is a nrjpitivc as well as a positive value in art. 
If a man's work is irksome, brutish, cheerless, and without hope or 
iiilcrcsl, the man grows jaded and clissaltsfied. (ielting no hope, no 
varictv, no jov nor excitement i ;it i>f the labor of his hands and brain, 
hr seeks for change and relaxation cl'cwlierc. He must liave change 
and rest and plc-snre. The duller anil harder the task, tlie more his 
ihir.sl for exciliniint and for case. Just think of these farts. Remem¬ 
ber that by making a mail a drudge, you make him contract a debt to 
nature; and nature will lie paid. If vou will or mu»t liavc drvidgcs, 
you iniist and sliall provide th-m an aniidoir lo the lane, or they niiisf 
and will provide ihc anliik'le themselves. A'on sec that, tio you not? 
Well, there are the dmdge> drudging all arotiml you. Have >-ou pro¬ 
vided them ahiindancr of |mrc and innocent rccrealkn for their leisure 
ami rcfn-shmciil ? You have not. But you grant a great many public-
